The only problem is these are prime time 
houra for stateside pirate activity as well. The Bevere ARO QRM in this range can 
be staggering! One trick you might try is to use the USB mode when tuning this 
range looking for carriers. If your looking for some really tough DX try tuning 
1600-1650 KHz for those Dutch MW pirates during the same time. 

48 Meter Europirates that S/On early enough to be heard In North America have 
been Radio Blackboard on 6299 KHz at 0700 and WNKIi 4 Angel Radio International 
on 6399 KHz at 0730 [Beware of Pyongyang BC Station on 6400 KHz during thiB 
time, programming should be obvious, ED] both on Saturday and Sunday mornings. 
As Winter conditions improve, your "DX Window" will allow possible reception of 
stations that have even later S/On times. 

On this side of the Atlantic, 43 Metera - 6940-6970 KHz is starting to see activity 
again with most of it concentrated in the 6950-6965 KHz range. Jonny Augustsson 
in Sweden says 6965 is VERY clear there.

George Zeller has the last word this month, I quote "I do have one nitpick to 
mention. In the Nov ACE you stated that you were going to change the name of the 
Fake Radio USA from now on to "Radio is Not Radio". I strongly advise against this 
move. The DX hobby has been around now for about 70 years. Throughout this 
period of time there has been an important principle that everyone has 
unanimously agreed with. Broadcasting stations are allowed to use their own ID, 
within limits of laws passed by govermental regulators within countries and the 
ITU. In the USA, this means call letters for licensed broadcasters. Many other 
countries also issue call letters, but if a elation wants to call itself and ID itself as 
something like Radio Tachira or Ecos del Torbes, then this is what we use aa an ID 
for the station in the DX hobby. Even though I might prefer to call WEWN the 
Voice of Excessive Transmitter Slop, I nevertheless call it WEWN, since this is both 
the station's legal ID and the station's announced ID. Now, in the case of Radio 
USA (fake), I am sad to say that I have heard this station on at least a dozen

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Sky from the newer Jamming ersatz Radio USA. The nomenclature "Radio USA 
(fake)" is desciptive and accurate, and it is now recognized. We do not have the 
ability to change a atation'a ID aimply because we do not like the station operator 
or hia program content. The station has never ID'ed as "Radio Is Not, Radio". So, I 
won't be using the new term in MT's Outer LimitB, and 1 advise you not to u»c it 
in ACE either."

Felllow Pirates, 

After reading about the government spending our money to give the 
FCC better direction finding equipment, I felt I must write the 
following letter. 

I have been broadcasting mobile for almost a year now, and been 
very satisfied with the results. Compared to my dipole I rarely 
use now, the mobile vertical gives nearly as good local coverage 
(up to 400 miles), and gives much better low angle, long distance 
coverage (up to 2100 miles) with only 40 watts AM. 

I use a 300/500 watt power invertor (Damark 800-729-9000, $80.00 
shipping paid), Hustler 40 or 20 meter "Resonator", and a valor MM- 
3401 Mag Mount (AES 800-558-0411) . The invertor plugs into a car 
cigarette lighter outlet, and easily runs a Heath DX-60, and would 
probably run slightly larger transmitters no problem. The strong 
Mag-Mount securely holds the antenna up to speeds of 65mph, but be 
careful of low tree branches and other obstacles. After the 
broadcast, all equipment goes in the trunk out of sight. 

I encourage fellow pirates to go mobile! A moving object is a much 
bucks, but a small investment compared to an FCC "NAL" fine.

PEYER SAYS CAiMAH QRT: WAS CIA OPERATION FROM COSTA RICA 

Nationally syndicated reporter Georgle Anne Geyer, in a column that ran in many 
newspapers including the November 9 edition of the Washington Timet and the 
November 10 edition of the Houston Post, confirms observations by many DX-ers 
that the longtime anti-Castro clandestine Radio Caiman has gone off the air. Geyer 
says that the station was a CIA operation that used a transmitter located in Coata 



mmably making the 



Marti facilities. 

The Caiman news cornea to us from Ulis Fleming of DC, who noticed a posting of 
Geyer s points by Jeff Haverlah on the SW Fido Echo. This is the first time that 
Radio Caiman haa been mentioned in the mainstream press outside the DX hobby 
with a direct link to the CIA. DX-ers have assumed for years that Caiman was a 
CIA operation, given its longstanding operation with obviously well financed high 
power transmitters, yet given its mysterious opcrnting habits Including no contact 
address. It is interesting to note that Geyer says that Calman'B transmitter was 
located in Costa Rica, not Guatemala. The 1995 edition of Passport to World Band 
Radio prints Caiman's transmitter location as Guatemala City, presumably baaed on 
conventional wisdom in the DX hobby. Geyor's column makes a clear claim that a 
Costa Rican site haB been used. 

Geyer is a well known experienced Journalist. Among other things, she has been a 
frequent panelist over the years on television programs such as PBS' "Washington 
Week in Review." She has well known expertise in Latin American affairs, so it is 
highly likely that her information is very credible. She wrote the column as an 
attack on President Clinton's Cuba policy, which she feels is too concessionary. 
But, Bhe unwittingly had more of an impact in the DX hobby than she had in the 
State Department. Unfortunately, Geyer doeB not provide an address for reception 
reports to Radio Caiman. I suppose that the CIA address in Langley, VA would be a 
long shot to try, but don't hold your breath waiting for a successful reply. 

Last month's column was written a little early, since I was in attendance at the 6th 
annual Monitoring Times Convention in Atlanta. Late last month, both Ulis Fleming 
and I noticed that Caiman was missing from its longtime normal spot on 9965 kHz. 
Kirk Truramel of Missouri managed one late October logging of the station in the 
morning, but I have seen no November logB of the apparently defunct station. 
Despite Caiman's QRT, loud Cuban Jamming still appeared nightly through mid- 
November on 9965 kHz, apparently in case Caiman comes back from the dead. This 
jamming had ceased by November 19, but thia is of course subject to change 
without notice.

Sadurni received an Official Notice from FCC Engineer In Charge William C. Berry of 
the San Juan office on August 3 for violation of Section 301 of the Communication. 
Act of 1934. In a politely worded letter, the notice describes standard penalties for 
noncompliance. The letter closes with wording that the FCC's "file In this matter is 
being reviewed for consideration as to what action will be taken at thia time. In 
any event, the file will be considered in connection with subsequent violation.." 
The FCC gave Sadurni 10 days to confirm that he has ceased unlicensed 
broadcasting. In an August 12 letter to Berry, Sadurni said that "...1 wish to 
inform you that transmissions from our radio station ceased since July 27, 1994. I 
am sorry for any inconvenience caused and If I can be of any further assistance 
please do not hesitate to contact me." Sadurni's addre... listed aa Box 71385, San 
Juan, Puerto Rico 00936-8485, is presumably a possibility for QSL's. But, I would 
not hold my breath during a wait for a reply. 

Curious Findings. This Fleming FOIA response is a gold mine of information that 
raises many questions. First, why did DX-er. fail to notice either the station's 
transmissions from Miami or the Notice of Apparent Liability in Miami? Second, why 
did it take the FCC more than four month, to DF the station In Puerto Rico, 
especially since the transmitter was located very near the field office to which the 
case was assigned? Third, why did the FCC fail to confiscate the transmitter 
during either of these busts, especially since the Puerto Rican incident was the 
station's second offense? 

Two items of speculation come out of these questions. The FCC has a written 
explanation for the long delays in the Puerto Rican bust. They say that "the 
terrain in Puerto Rico is 75X mountainous which in effect makes DF'ing In remote 
areas very tedious and dangerous at times." If this were true, other unlicensed 
USA broadcasters may have a strong interest in rereading this quote. On the other 
hand, some might wonder if the relatively lenient treatment of this station Ib linked 
with Its operator. It is now certain that Jorge Maa Cano.a's Cuban American 
Notional Foundation has at least some links with the Btation. Sadurni is a member 
of the Board of Trustees of the CANF, and 1b a very affluent and powerful figure 
in Puerto Rico. Could it be that political considerations were involved in the almost 
Keystone Kops-style DF work by the FCC in Puerto Rico, the long period of over 
four months between the Cuban government complaint and the official notice to 

bust7 Hmmm. .ACE and the DX hobby owe a big "thank you" to Ulis Fleming for his 

TERRY PROVANCE VERIFIES RADIO DEMOCRACY 

ACE member Terry Provance of Ohio reports that he Ib the very happy recipient of 
both a QSL card and a verification letter from Radio Democracy. He used a 
different route from Nick Grace's techniquo that we discussed last month. Terry", 
verie came direct from the Pennsylvania Mr National Guard based in Middletown 
(near Harrlsburg). The EC-130 aircraft used by the station's airborne 1035 kHz 
Haitian transmitter is normally based at this unit. Verie signer Lt. Col. James L. 
Zambo, the Mission Control Chief, failed to disclose the transmitter power for 
"operational security" reasons. The address listed on the verie is Pennsylvania Air 
National Guard, Headquarters, 193D Special Operation. Group/DOOW, 78 Constellation 
Court, Middletown, Pennsylvania 17057. We'll try to get a photo of this fine QSL 
into the bulletin this month. Congratulations, Terryl I have spoken with other DX- 
ers who also verified Radio Democracy, and who visited the National Guard base In 
Middletown. Personnel at the base have indicated that their airplane transmitters 
have been UBed in all recent USA military action., .peciflcally including the Gulf 
War, the invasions of Grenada and Panama, the Haiti incident, and a number of 
other operations. The "other" operations are interesting categories. Does anybody 
have more information on this? 

In a possibly related development, BBCMS via Monitoring Times reports that Leite 
Vasconcelos, the former director-general of Radio Mozambique, wrote an article in 
the October 12 issue of Mediafsn criticizing a proposal by the US Embassy in 
Mozambique for a "mobile radio" station. Vasconcelo.' article ridicules a claim that 
the US station could cover a 1600 kilometer radiu. with one transmitter. The article 
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does not make it clear why the USA is proposing the station, but this looks 
precisely like a job for the Pennsylvania Air National Guard. 

CUBA BLAMES 1^ VOJ D£ ALPHA 66 ON. "TERRORIST GROUP" 

According to BBCMS via Monitoring Times, Tele-Rebelde Television In Havana 
broadcast a show on October 15 about the "psychological warfare" being waged 
against Cuba by United States clandestine stations. The program claimed that 19 
clandestines broadcast 1,712 hours of programming to Cuba on 33 frequencies. Raul 
Berrier Molina, a "communications specialist," claimed that "the Alpha 66 radio 
represents the interests of a terrorist group." He claimed that Alpha 66 shows 
provide instructions in sabotage. Berrier and soma "men on the street" in Cuba 
said that TV Marti was effectively jammed, and therefore could not be viewed in 
Cuba. BBCMS says that a similar October 18 program on Radio Progresso claimed 
that the first USA Cuban clandestine was a station called Radio Dominlcana, which 
broadcast anti-Castro propaganda from the Dominican Republic in 1959. 

MEXICAN PIRATE/CLANDESTINE BUSTED 

According to BBCMS, 50 members of the Mexican Federal Judicial Police (PJF) 
confiscated the equipment of Tele Verdad and Radio Pirata on October 9. These 
stations operated on October 8 and 9 on 89.1 mHz FM from transmitters at the 
Insurgentes and Reforma in Mexico City. The political opposition radio station 
claimed at a post-bust press conference that the bust was aggression that violates 
the right to free speech. They also demanded that Mexican Communications and 
Transport Secretary Emilio Gamboa Patron should give the station "a radio 
frequency concession," presumably meaning a license to broadcast. I have been 
surprised for a long time that we have not seen more clandestine radio activity in 
Mexico. This one may be an early sign of additional future activity. 

A FREE PLUG FOR ICE 

Some of you may never have heard of Industrial Communications Engineers in 
Indianapolis. ICE manufactures a variety of high quality accessory equipment that 
iB uBeful to DX-ers, including things like high quality coax cable, switches, relays, 
etc. I recently ordered a two-way antenna splitter from them, which is designed to 
feed two receivers from one antenna with high isolation levels between the 
receivers and very low loss. After two unusual problems with delivery delays and 
specifications of the unit, ICE maven Mike Koss sent me the splitter for free! I 
thank him for this nice gesture. Now, I'm certain that deals like this are not going 
to be Been again, but it would be a good idea to check out the ICE catalog. There 
is a lot of interesting stuff in there, all of which is extremely well manufactured 
from high quality components. Some of the gizmos are hard to find elsewhere. Why 
not request an ICE catalog from Post Office Box 18495, Indianapolis, Indiana 46218. 

PATRIA LIBRE 

We have one more log from Ulis Fleming, who heard Radio Patria Libre on October 
30 on 6260 kHz between 1135-1201 UTC. Obviously the ELN station remains active, 
despite former claims by the Colombian military that the transmitter had been 
destroyed.

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LAST MINUTE INFORMATION - CLANDESTINE PROFILE 

A November 18 Associated Press wire story reported that lefUst rebels from the 
Revolutionary Armed Forces of Colombia and the National LiberaUon Army (ELN) 
have indicated during informal contacts with the government that "they want to 
end Colombia's 30 year guerrilla war." The ELN operates clandestine station Radio 
Patria Libre, so this could be significant clandestine news. Colombian President 
Ernesto Samper has announced that he was ready to hold formal talks with 
representatives of the rebel groups "at an undetermined site abroad." The AP says 
that 70,000 people have been killed during the Colombian civil war. The AP also 
indicates that a prior political settlement between the Colombian government and 
several guerrilla groups was minor, characterizing the previous agreement as 
having been made with "a handful of small rebel groups" who have already 
disarmed. According to the AP, the two remaining leftist groups (including the ELN) 
have about 8,000 armed troops. It obviously will be a good Idea to pay attention to

The "new" 43-m pirate band 

I'm very excited about all of the interest that a few North American pirate radio operators have been 
dedicating to the 43-meter pirate band. This band used to be condered as: 6850-6950 kHz, but the 
operators this time around are promoting the 6940- to 6970-kHz range. I think the reasoning for the 
smaller band is that there are fewer government stations (Air Force 1, etc.) in this area. Also, some 
areas, such as the area around 6900-6920 kHz are virtually unusable because of all of the powerful 
utilities in the area. 

This band is almost totally clear, unlike the crowded, splattery 41-m pirate band, so I certainly 
hope that more stations will take the plunge and decide to move at least ! 
Already, in the fourth weekend of October, a number of pirates were he 
Primitive Radio, Radio Airplane, and a handful of others (that I can't remember off the top of my 
head). I heard most of the Radio Airplane broadcast and it was booming in with an excellent signal 
and program. 

The fact that Radio Airplane was one of the first stations to be heard in this range in die past few 
years is interesting because Captain Eddy pushed hard for it two years ago. This effort totally failed, 
although CSIC and WDRR were also broadcasting in this range. 

I think that it's kind of funny that I have heard people playing this band up as being the "new" 
43-meter band. Actually, it's almost as old as pirate radio in North America. Here's a quote from the 
"DX Clipboard" from the October 1992 ACE. "I can't really explain why 6800-7000 kHz died. It is 
within coverage of amateur transmitters and it has fewer huge signals to splatter across pirates. 1 
pushed for this band about three years ago. and although a few stations used it, only Secret Society 
Radio, The Voice of Monotony, and The Voice of Stench used it with any regularity. " 

The time period discussed in the previous quote is 1989-1990. However, the range was used back 
into the late 1970s. Two of the earliest users of this band (who used broadcasted here almost 
exclusively) were WARG and WONS ("snow- spelled backwards) in the 1980-81 time frame. 

(Aside) Because of the lack of knowledge and/or information about the history of pirate radio, I 
guess I will write some columns with some history about various aspects of the hobby. 

What about the propagation on 43 meters? Well, because of the close proximity, it's nearly 
identical to 41 meters. It probably won't skip out quite as far as 41 m, but you probably won't notice 
a difference. 

Conveniences of operating on 43 meters? Technically, the band is one of the easy ones to operate 
on, "easy" meaning somewhat compatible with modem equipment. For example, most amateur 
transcievers (such as those from the 1960s and 1970s) can tune through this range. Also, the 43-m 
band is just below the 40- m amateur band, so it is easy to tune up an old amateur transmitter (such as 
a Heath DX-60, Johnson Viking 0, etc.) down here. To make things even better, it appears that 
crystals for this frequency range are even more common than those for the 41-m band. 
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w dipole antenna for 43 meters, here are some 
te dipole cut for 7400 kHz is approximately 63' 3" long (31' 7" for each 
side of the dipole). A half wave dipole cut for 6950 kHz is 67' 4" long (33' 8" for each side of the 
dipole). If you have a few 41-m dipoles, you might want to merely solder on an extra 2' 1" of wire to 
each leg of the antenna. Of course, make sure that the solder joints are solid, then wrap'em up with 
electrical tape to keep the joints from weathering. Another possibility is to run the extra 2' 1" through

strip off about 1/2" of insulation. Solder a small piece of wire to the antenna with a alligator clip on 
the end. Then, you can clip in the extra pieces of antenna wire when you want to use 43 meters or 
unclip them when you want to use 41 meters. Of course, these clips could be a real drag if you are 
constantly moving your antennas in and out of trees (you'd probably get the clips caught in branches 
& frequently rip your antennas), but the clip system could be really handy if you are using an inverted 
V (so that you can reach the clips) that is in a relatively stationary position. 

Fun? Yeah! Like I said earlier, I had a great signal from Radio Airplane and you can bet that 
their signal would've taken some extra hiss or splatter if it was on 41 meters. So, I'm looking forward 
to much better signals and some better listening-certainly a must, considering the present sad state of 
propagation (which will be with us for another 2 years or so). 

Pirate Radio Stations (2nd Edition) 

Some of you might have read Pirate Radio Stations: Tuning Into Underground Broadcasts, which I 
wrote back in 1988. I heard from a number of people that they started listening to pirate radio after 
reading the book and I actually heard that several people became pirates after reading it. Also, the 
FCC read the book and they liked it so much, they fined me! 

1988 is well past and pirate radio is much different now than it was then. Also, the book is out of 
print and is now hard to find. 

It's about time for a second edition of the book, and (as a matter of fact), 1 am writing the second 
edition right now. It is due to be published by HighText in early to mid (?) 1995. In addition to being 
updated, it will also contain more information, such as an address list and a chapter on FM pirating 
(the so-called "microradio" phenomena). Also, it will contain a CD with over an hour of audio clips 
from various pirate stations. 

In case you're wondering, this isn't just a plug for the book. I need any photos of station 
equipment, studios, etc (black and white preferred), sample QSLs from stations (especially some of 
the recent pirates that I've not yet had a chance to write to), and cassette studio recordings of your 
broadcasts. Obviously, I can't include QSLs from every pirate station, but if I don't have your QSL, it 
can't go into the book. So, please send anything that you can! I will need all materials by the end of 
December at the very latest, so please submit any info in a timely manner! 

Conclusion 

Wow! This column went pretty fast... and I have some more column ideas coming up soon. Maybe I 
should've taken a break a while ago so that I could've avoided some swillish columns! Ah well, either 
way, it's nice to be back. Thanks to all for their support and/or phone calls while I was "vacationing"
